All 
you’re doing is causing your blood pressure to 
skyrocket, and that’s no fun.

A pretty mashup of every 
dystopian film you’ve seen 


It’s almost unfair to 
judge “Equals” as a 
movie — it feels more 
like a visual song. De- 
spite genuine feeling 
and stunning images, 
there’s just not much 
to the film. Its story 
is thin, and what little 
of it there is steals 
from a million dif- 
ferent places (“1984,” 
“The Giver,” “Her,” 
“Romeo and Juliet”— you name it). Nothing, 
not even a supposed twist late in the game, is 
surprising because we’ve seen it all before. 

What happens? 

Sdas (Nicholas Hoult) is an illustrator in a 
futuristic, dystopian society where everyone 
exists without emotion thanks to gene sup- 
pressors. Everyone works, eats and sleeps 
independently but in perfect harmony, 
except for those who contract Switched on 
Syndrome (SOS), meaning they start feeling 
pesky feelings. Silas gets diagnosed with SOS 
and develops an attraction to his similarly 
afflicted co-worker, Nia (Kristen Stewart). 
“Coupling” is expressly forbidden, so the two 
must hide their relationship as they navigate 
the costs of emotion-based living. 

What’s good? 

“Equals” is undeniably aesthetically pleasing. 


Director Drake Doremus (“Like Crazy”) 
showcases the society’s clean lines gorgeously 
As his protagonists fall in love, his color 
palette changes from cool to warm, and he 
knows how to shoot each interaction for 
maximum emotional exposure. 

Stewart’s performance is profound and 
aching. Nia’s initial coldness but eventual 
explosion of feeling is well-suited to her 
acting style, and “Equals” capitalizes on it to 
become a beautiful meditation on emotion. 

What’S had? 

Hoult has his moments, but he never takes 
his performance to the next level. He looks 
especially lacking standing next to Stewart, 
and his British accent rears its head enough 
to be distracting. 

The weak plot is exposed by the inevitable 
boredom that sets in when the story spins its 
wheels. Oddly the movie works best when 
no one is talking because Stewart is just that 
good at emoting. 

Two people who are just discovering emo- 
tions might say basic things like “I can’t stay 
away from you” or “Promise you won’t give 
up on me,” but the dialogue comes across like 
middle-schoolers playing with cliche ideas 
about love. 

Final verdict 

A pretty picture aided by Kristen Stewart 
isn’t nothing, but it’s not enough to make a 
quality film.
